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A RACINE LANDLORD "DUKED." 

How a !"Son of an Englisa Nobleman" 
Came It Over an Unsophisticated 
Hotel Proprietor. 

A correspondent writes from Racine 
to the Milwaukee "Sentinel:" Tue 
most of tue ltucine readers of the 
"Sentinel" can readily call to mind a 
tall, lank Scotchman who for the last 
threo months has boon seen upon the 
Btreets in company with two or three 
Yery interesting little children. It was 
surmised by soin-3 that ho was a gentle- 
man of leisure, como hero to spend 
the summer months. Others thought 
ho was a corn doctor or a quack medi- 
cine agent. Ho was interviewed by tho 
reporters, to whom ho unburdened 
himself somewhat in the following 
style: He did not wish publicity; he 
had heard a great deal of Racine manu- 
factories, both in his own native coun- 
try and iu this; ho was a man of uutold 
wealth, but stiJl would not turn up his 
nose to more of the filthy lucre; he was 
here for the purpose of engaging in some 
mauufacturing enterprise in which he 
could safely invest; had lots of patience 
and would wait until something good 
turned up if it took all summer, and 
possessing a good deal of modesty, it 
would pleaso uim very much if tho pa- 
pers would not say anything about 
him or his immense wealth until ho was 
ready to branch out into business, and 
then he would show folks what foreign- 
ers could do. To the accomodating host 
of Congress Hall he told a different 
story. He had been au officer in tho 
British navy, but failing health had 
caused him to dispose of his commis- 
sion and soek the healthy shores of 
Lako Michigan. His father was a 
wealthy lord, and he was the only sou 
and heir; ho wished to patronize Con- 
gress Hall; was very liberal with what 
money he had with him, and of course 
Seneca thought it was all right, espec- 
ially as he had a good supply of bag- 
gage with him, and as he was a pros- 
pective lord, he must bo a gentleman. 
A comfortable room, with a lake viow, 
was secured, and himself and family 
settled down to enjoy the comforts of 
our famous resort. Everything passed 
off nicely; ho had given Raymond a 
draft on tho "Old Man," which any. 
body would bo glad to cash. His credit 
was A 1, and ho was living off tho fat 
of the land. Raymond sent the draft 
over to Scotland, and, as it was sure to 
bo cashed , he thought no more about 
it. It takes about forty days to got a 
draft to Scotland and realize upou it, 
if all goes well. Rutin this case all 
did not go well. The draft camo back 
unpaid. In the meantime the pros- 
po Hive lord had made good use of his 
unlimited credit and had borrowed all 
tho money ho could fro u bis fellow- 
boarders, to bo i.aid when tho ' logs 
camo down:" an., when the draft had 
cimo backhe was ready to light outgo- 
ing to Chicago and leaving his family 
here. As Mr. Raymond was already out 
some $215, he did not liko harboring the 
family any longer, and ascertaining 
that the "head centre" was in Chicago, 
ho started tho wife and children for tho 
train on Saturday, paying their way to 
that city.

Berlim.Juug 23. 
Yesterday Herr Guido Weiss, editor 
of tho Berlin Radical journal "Die 
"YVaago," was sentenced by tho Berlin 
Court of Appeal to threo months' hon- 
orable imprisonment for charging 
Ru3«iai with pursuing a hypocritical 
and utterly mendacious policy, under 
tho protection of tho Three Emperors' 
Alliance The Court, deomiug this 
passage to involve a heinous offonco 
against His German Majesty as a mem- 
ber of tho Three Emperors' Alliance, 
passed a soutonco which oxcites no 
little sensation. It was in vain that 
tho accused quoted a previous speech 
of Prince Bismarck to the effect that 
tho so-called Three Emperor's Alliance 
wub really not such, but only an agree- 
ment to secure mutual consultation iu 
the event of peaco being ondangorod. 
It was likewise in vain that tho accused 
urged that oven if an alliance existed, 
which was not the case, it would bo 
only in naiuo between tho threo Em- 
perors, but. in reality, between thoir 
Governments, at lenst as far as tho 
Constitutional Sovereign of Germany 
wan concerned. Tho Court thought an- 
other appeal opon to the accused.

THE LATE NAVAL FIGHT IN THE 
PACIFIC 

A London newspaper, referring to the 
battle between ft Peruvian Buip-of-war and 
two British frigates, the details of which 
bare been printed in The Colonist, says: 
_« 'The recent engagement between the 
rebel Peruvian ship Huascar and the two 
British frigatos Shuh and Amethyst illus- 
trates an important failing ^ the design 
of modern war ships, lho two British 
frigates hud ft combined tonnage about 
So time» that of the rebel Peruvian, 
and a combined indicated horse-power 
about six times greater, yet they did not 
run the Huascar down because thoy were 
unprovided with rams for that W ose - 
The two British vessels carried 20 times 
the number of guns, or five times the 
cross weight of ordnance, yet thoy could 
not pound the Peruvian into mincemeat, 
for not ono of the British gnus was cap 
able of piercing the sides of t h^ Huascar 
TheBritish vessels cai riod well disciplined 
crows, numbering live times as many men 
as the rebels, yet thoy could not blow the 
Huascar into the skies, becauso the torpe 
does which would have done so were in 
Mom on the other side of the globe, ami 
iu the end, the little Huascar was not 
compelled to strike her rebel Hag to the 
British ships, but effected her escape from 
them. True, she subsequently surrender- 
ed tohor own countrymen, so that the 
presumption is that the offensive weapons 
of so superior a British forco were not 
entirely innocuous. Of course, a very 
simple explanation of this anomaly will 
bo forthcoming. The British ships were 
designed to encounter greater vessels, and 
not to fight ships of another class. Xho 
armament of the British ships is intended 
to contend against wooden vessels, ami 
was not, therefore, devised for doing barm 
to vessels with thicker sides than thoir 
own, and no provision whatever was made 
for the contingencyoftht.il attaekon small 
armored gun-boats like the Huascar. We 
hope however, that tho lesson already 
learned with reference to gunboats will 
now bo applied to frigates, corvettes, and 
Bloopi.aud that these vessels will be 
given at least a chance for life when they 
aro unable to run away from tho rebel 
Peruvian armored boats," 

MR. DUUK AND THE SPOOKS. 

The letter of Mr. Duck which appoarod 
in our Sunday's edition has evoked a 
great deal of discussion. Tho plain con- 
tention of Mr. Duck is this: That ho and 
15 other porsons in tho full possession of 
their mental faculties behold ft spirit form, 
(perhaps it would be more corroct to say, 
tho embodied spirit of a man who once 
walked the earthy in life well known to 
JlParly all present, open the cabinot door 
and ftppear at full length, tho medium, 
meanwhile, being tied in a sack and scat- 
Otl on a chair in full view of the persons 
composing the circle. "Wo do not for a 
moment doubt that Mr. Duck and the 
fourteon others with him believo that they 
saw the figure; but in tho age of Pepper's 
GhosU, Egyptian Mysteries, Cook St Mas- 
kelyno's Pyache, and fitber startling 
phono:r.en°., the production of which is 
clearly traceable to mechanical agency, 
the public will require some positive 
proof that tho figure was not tho effect of 
an optical illusion, and that tho medium 
did not impose on the credulity of the 
ciicle. Thi.) point tho public would liko 
to seo cleared up; and tho most effectual 
method of doing that would bs for some 
skeptic to bo allowed to seize the "spirit 
form" in his arms, another to turn tae 
gas on, and a third to throw open the 
cabinet-door and institute a search for the 
medium. Should tho form "dissolve into 
thin air" and tho medium bo found snug- 
ly tied up in a bag, and no mirrors, masks, 
lay figures, or old clothes and boots bn 
found within the cabinet, Mr.Peck would 
convert a hundred or two non-believers 
from tho error of their ways in a single 
night. Will Messrs. Duck aud Pock con- 
sent to tho application of this tost? 



The Engagement Between Pirato Ship 
"Huascar' and H. M. Ships Shah 
and Amethyst, Tuesday, ,., ay 
29th. 



Tho "Hnasoar" is an iron armor-plated 
turret ram, built for the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment by Messrs. Laird of Birkenhead, 
about 1SG5. She is of tho Monaich type, 
but brig rigged, aud only 200 feet long, 
with plating of 5% inches on turret aud 
±y t on hull, 14 inches of tesk backing, aud 
an inner skin of % iron. Her armament 
consists of two 300 pounders mounted in 
a turret, and two -10 pounders, and a 12 
pounder, stern guns; all nro M. L. It. 
guns, supplied from sir W. Armstrong's 
factory at Elswick. She was refitted and 
received new boilers quite lately at Cal- 
lao. 

One night early in May, boforo the 
Shah's arrival, the Huascar was siezed 
by the partizaus of Don Nicolas do Pior 
Ola, who had stuted a revolution for the 
third lime, from under the guns of the 
Peruvian lleetand fortsat Callao, (sovoral 
officers frorn the squadron joining her,) 
and prooeeded south to embark Pien'.a, 
then in oxilo in Chili, and raise the u>uth 
ports into rebellion. Two EujrliuU mail 
steamers were stopped by h»r, letters de- 
manded to be given up, siorsB takon out, 
and ( oal was forcibly taken from an Eng- 
lish I crquu ju harbor. Tho principal 
brokei'iuud merchants of tho capital re- 
presented these predatory proceedings to 
our minister, requesting a man of-war to 
be sent immediately to look after their 
large interests at the coast ports. Tho 
Admiral also received a protest from her 
Chief Engineer, an Englishman, that ho 
was detained against his will, nnd com- 
pelled to work her engines at the point of 
the bayonet. Tho Government having 
refused all responsibility for these actions, 
the Admirul took the matter into his own 
hands and started in search of tbo pirate. 
Tho Amethyst shortly after joined tho 
Shah. 

On Tuesday, May 2'Jth, tho British 



| burde l and sacked tho town of Pisagna, 
and had afterwards engaged lho Peruvian 
squadron; but, after exchanging a few 
shots, each Blood away in different direo- 
t : ons, tho Shah not having been hit. 

About 1 o'clock tho same afternoon, 
with the Amethyst in company, tho Shah 
sighted tho rebel coming towards her, 
having tho Peruvian flag. Immediately 
on rocognizing tho Shah alio stood iu for 
tho town of Ylo. In about an hour the 
Shah picked her up, firing a blank charge 
to stop her. Lieutenant Rainier went on 
board and delivored the Admiral's dis- 
patch, which informed Pierola that the 
Admiral could not permit Biitish subjects 
aud interests to be interfered with initio- 
necessarily, and that, if on a given signal, 
the did not surrender, he should tiro on 
her. Also, that ho repudiated anh com- 
plicity in party feelings, would respect 
life aud property and laud tho crow where 
they desired; but they must hand tho ship 
ovor to lho Peruvian government. This 
Pierola refnsod, saying ho was the Presi- 
dent, and represented tho nation, 
and would return tho British lire. 
He then stood on not having hauled down 
his colors, and aftor the Shah's boat re- 
turned, the signal was made by firing a 
blank gun. No more notico being taken 
of this, after an iuverval of 5 minutes, the 
Shah fired a shot across her bows at 3 p. 
m. precisely ; and after tho same interval 
another at the ship. To this she vigor- 
ously replied with her turret, and quar- 
ter-deck gnus, and then the action com- 
menced in earnest, the Amethyst also en- 
gaging hor. It was a glorious idght. For 
three hours, with short intervals, tho 
struggle continued. Tho Huascar was 
managed very cleverly, beiDg worked by 
two brothers (one commanding and the 
other Captain of tho turret, late Lieuten- 
ants in tho Peruvian Navy) and turned 
round in an extraordinary i;hoit space. 
Her inferiority in speed— 11 knots against 
tho Shah's 18— being counterbalanced by 
hor superior handinoss. 

Owing to her light draught of water — 
14 feet— she was enabled to run ovor a 
sandbank, upon which it was her inten- 
tion to beguile tho Shah. Various other 
feints wore made to draw the Shah iato 
shal.ow water, aud at onu time when over 
some rocks under the town she appeared 
to stop suddnly as if aground. However, 
by tho skilful management and woll di- 
rected firing of tho Shah aud Amethyst, 
she was kept on thernovo, although man- 
oeuvring as much as possible in front of 
tho town. Her guns wero fought with 
gnat precision and most pluckily, nearly 
all her shots passing between our maits, 
occasionally cutting away some ropes ;nud 
some rigging close over tho Shah's bridge, 
which being exposed seemed a favorite 
mark. On accouut of the sandbank and 
reefs on one wide of the bay and shoal wa- 
ter ou the other, great nicety aud pru- 
dence had to bo mod in handling tho 
ships, and tho British ships wero general- 
ly engaged at 2000 to e!000 yards, at which 
distance thoir shell could no penetrate 
her armour. Still tho broadsides rained 
upon her in showois, at times completely 
enveloping her in spray. In tho thickest 
of ttiis she made a very gallunt attempt to 
ram the Shah, and had her funnel and 
funnel easing tremendously battered, two 
boats smashed in, »att of bridge, otc, 
carried aw v. . Thu Shah's Gatling gun 
and lop riflemen then came into place, and 
the firiug became so hot that sLo turned 
round when about 400 yards off us. This 
ivas a most exciting moment, as the olloct 
of tho Whitehead torpedo was to bo fciierl 
when 400 yards olf. However, sho wheel- 
ed so rapidly that tho torpedo had not 
timo to reach her, and sho escaped towards 
tho shore, still steadily but now Blaokly 
answering tho Shah's merciless guns. 
Darkness, shortly following sunset, put an 
end to tho engagement— tlio Shah firiug 
tho last shot, and during tho douse black- 
ness of tho night and thickness of tho fog 
tho enemy escniied by hugging the hign 
land. A boat torpedo expedition, which 
went iu under command of Gunnery- 
Lieut. Lindsay not finding any trace of 
her, a steamer which was nt anchor in- 
formed him that ahe had left after leav- 
ing two officers on shore, who had landed 
to request a cessation of hostilities, and 
permission to land killed and wounded. 
Fortunately the Shah's hull or boats wero 
not struck, or tho consequences would 
probably have been most disastrous to 
tho ship with very considerable loss of 
life. Tho Amethyst was not struokat all, 
most of tho Huasoar's attention being be- 
stowed on the Shah. 

The Huascar delivored herself over to 
the Peruvian squadron the following day, 
so as to avoid anothor combat, which to 
her disappointment tho Shah discovered 
on tracing hor down, on tho evening of 
the 31st. 

Admiral Da Horsey ascertained that 
she had run short of ammunition, so that 
had daylight lasted sl>e miut have sur- 
rendered. Her plating was only pene- 
trated in two places in tho hull, aud no 
shot completely pierced her turret; but 
she was dented all over, rigging entirely 
shot away, funnol and all upper-deck fit- 
tings completely riddled. Tho ohiof 
engineer had been landed some days pre- 
vious to tho action, being replaced by 
two i' renchmon . 

The accounts of her casualties are very 
varied, but, so fow of her men were ex- 
posed, there seems reason for hoping that 
seven or eight killed and wounded would 
be over tho number. 

This action must be considered as one 
of great interest from its duration aud ob- 
stinacy ; and as being, I believe, the first 
occasion on which a v ooden ship has en- 
gaged an ironclad (certainly a turret ves- 
sel] with modern appliances and heavy 
guns. The local papers havo called her 
the revolutionary ship Huascar, but wo 
fail to see the justice of the argument 
which permits an armed vessel on tho 
high seas, recognized by no government, 
to commit what highhanded actions she 
pleases, and for which sho \w)da herself 
solely responsible. As most of tha coast 
ports ware averse to Pierola, it is almost 
a certainty that it. would havoboen neces- 
sary for hor to obtain more supplies from 
our merchant steamers had we not nipped 
her in the bud. Tho official report will 
doubtless bo published and will give all 
details.

London, Aug. 5. — Gen. Gourks has 
sont word to Tiernova that bis forces are 
scattered to protect Christians in various 
places against tho cortainty of massacre.

London, Aug. 0. — Tho Times' corres- 
pondent who loft tho Russian camp bo- 
foro Plevna on Thursday says tho Rus- 
sian advance guard is within miles of 
Plevna. Slain body occupies a strong po- 
sition nino miles further cast on the raugo 
of hills running nearly north and south. 
Strong reinforcements havo already reach- 
ed Gon.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, Augr 4. — A correspondent 
sends from Poredin, near Plevna, a 
graphic account of Tuesday's battle, 
which conveys u vivid idea of tho ex- 
tent of the Russian disaster. The cor- 
respondent is with Prince Sliackos- 
koys' command; Now nil bopo of suc- 
cess anywhere wan dead, nor did chance 
offer to make tho best of tho dofoat. 
Prince Shackoskoy bad not a man left 
to cover tho tetreat. Tho Turks struck 
without stint ;they had the upper hand 
for onco, and were determined to uao 
it. They know bow to make tho most 
of it. They advanced in swarms 
through tho dust on their original 
first position, and captured Russian 
cannon before the batteries could bo 
withdrawn. Turkish shells began ouce 
moro to whistle over the ridge about 
Radiahova and fall into the village be- 
hind, now crammed and wounded, 
wending»their painful way over the 
ridge, were incessant. Tho badly 
wounded mostly lay where they fell. 
Later in tho darkness a hateful sort of 
Krauktentraelier swarmed over tho 
battle field in the shape of Bashi Ba- 
zouks, who spared not those lingering 
there on the ridge till tho moon roso. 
Tho Btaff could hear from below on tho 
still night air cries of pain and entrea- 
ties for mercy of the bloodthirsty fan- 
atical triumph. It was indeed an hour 
to wring tbo sternest heart. Wo stay- 
ed there to learn if it might be what 
troops were coming up the valley oi 
shadow or death below; whether there 
wore indeed any at all to eouio. Tho 
Turks had our range before dark, aud 
wo could watch tho llash of the Qame 
ovo' against us aud then listen to tho 
scream of tho shell as it tore by us. 
Tho sound of rifle bullets was inces- 
sant, and tho escort aud retreating 
wounded were struck. Tho detach- 
ment at length began to conic strag- 
gling up, but it will giro an idea of the 
disorganization to say that when the 
company was told off, to cover some- 
what the wounded in Radishova it had 
to bo r" ado up of men of nevoral regi- 
ments. About nino o'clock tho staff 
quitted tho ridge, leaving it littered 
with groaning men, and moving gent- 
ly lest it Huouhl tread on tho pros- 
Irate wounded, wo lost our way as wo 
had lost our army. Wo could find 
no rost for tho soles of our feet by roa 
eon of tho alarms of Bashi Bazouks 
swarming in among tho scattered and 
retiring Russians. At length at ono 
in tho morning, having been in tho 
saddle since six tho previous morning, 
wo turned into a stubble field, and 
making bods of tho reaped grain, your 
correspondent and Cossack aliko, rost- 
ed under tho stars; but wore not even 
then allowed to rost before tho alarm 
came that the Bashi Bazouks wore up- 
on us, and we had to rouse aud tramp 
away. Tho only protection of the chief 
of what in the morning was a line army 
was now a handful of wearied Cossacks. 
Gen. Krudeuer sent word in tho morn- 
ing that he had lost Bevorely and could 
make no headway, and resolved to 
fall back on tho lino of tho river Osma. 
There lias been talk, his troops being 
fresh, of renewing tho attack to-day 
with bis co-operation, but it is a plain 
atfttementof fact that we haveno. troops 
to attaok with. Tha most moderate es- 
timate is that we havo lost two rogi- 
ments, n\iy 5,000 men out of three 
brigades. This takes no account of 
General Krudener's losses. Not a 
Russian soldier stands between Tier- 
nova and the victorious Turkish army 
in Loveca and Plevna, and only a 
weak division of the 11th corps stands 
between Tiernova, and tho Sliumla 
army, I look on Prince Sohaokoakoy's 
force as wrecked; as no longor for this 
campaign to bo counted a fighting in- 
teger. It was not ton days since tho 
30th division orassed the Danube in 
the pride of superb condition. Now 
what of it is left is demoralized and 
shattered. So on this side of the Balkans 
there remains but the 0th eorpn, already 
roughly handled, oncp at Nikopolis and

says the Russian Grand Duke has already 
started for Plevna. Preparations are mak- 
ing for a great effort to retrieve tho recent 
misfortune. 

A division at Selvi is ordered to attack 
Lovatz. It is reported they have already 
taken it, lint this is probably untrue. Tho 
position is evidently Borlon's, As long as 
the Turks hold Pl-vua the army corps 
bore cannot bo further weakened to roin- 
forco Gen.Gonrka, There are somo doubts 
whether he will bo able to retain his ad- 
vanced position beyond tho Balkans. 

London, Aug. 1.— A note received here 
by the Russian secretary of state from tho 
headquarters of Grand Duke Nicholas as 
to the einking of vessels in the mouth of 
tho Danube and employment of Egyptian 
troops in tho service of Turkey says: As 
soon as the war is onded Russia will re- 
move the impediments and clear tho bed 
of tbo river. With rerjard to tho other 
point tho note states that to calm tho anx- 
iety of tho British cabinet, his Imperial 
Majesty has instructed tho Russian nm- 
bassador in Loudon to declare to Eurl 
D#rby that wo harbor no projoct of ag- 
gression against Egypt, might wo not 
havo expected therefore that the British 
government would 1130 its infiuonco with 
the Khedive to prevent him from en gag- 
in direct hostilities agiinst us? In 
our last fights in the Balkans our soldiers 
found themselves opposed to Egyptian 
hoops, and it will Bufilco to point out this 
fact to justify the hope that if the British 
government desire it this interest shall 
not bo compromised by aggression on our 
part againt Egypt. 

Vienna papers announce that yester- 
day's council did not decido in favor of 
either general or partial mobilization. 
Count And r assy, whose ])olicy was en- 
tirely approved, was empowered to take 
measures for tho eventual strengthening 
of tho troops Already ooholoned along tho 
southern frontier. 

Erzeroum, Aug 3.— Tho Russian cen- 
ter, reinforced by 14 battalions of infan- 
try, and three field batteries, has resumed 
tho offensive. Tueie has boon coptiuu 
ous lighting on the advanced lines beforo 
Kara. 

Sixteen thousand rilles havo arrived 
from Austria. A regiment of engineers 
loft last night for Lamia and another 
point on thu frontier. War is considered 
probable. 

Bucharest, Aug. 3. — Col. Welleeley, 
British attache, has been summoned home. 
It is stated his relations with the RnsBiau 
headquarters have lately been cordial. J 

Glasgow, Aug. 2. — the National Rillo 
Club of Scotland addressed a letter to tbo 
National Rifle Association of Now York, 
protesting against any so-called British 
team being allowed to compete for the 
American centennial trophy, fearing that 
should the trophy pass into tho hands of 
a British team tho right of Scotland to 
enter a team neit year would be denied. 

London, Aug. 2. — A Bucharest corres- 
pondent telegraphing, Bays the forces ro 
cently engaged at Plevna have retired be- 
hind tho Osma river. Tho lGth division 
of tho fourth corps is crossing at Simnit- 
za aud will probably reinforce them. All 
the scattered Russian troops now in the 
principalities, have bein summoned into 
Bulgaria. I understand tho Turks are 
not advancing eastward, from thoir Plevna 
position, but aro passing strong forces 
from Plevna northward toward Loaca. 

Berlin papers consider that, the battle 
puts an end to all hope of terminating the 
war this year, and lessens I ho chances of 
intervention by Austria or England. 

A Belgrade special states there are 
strong signs of approaching mobilization 
of tiie Servian army. 

London, Aug. 3 — A Shumla dispatch 
reports Mehomot Ali attacking the Hum- j 
sians near Rasgrad. Fighting continues 
and tho Turks tire reported to be meeting 
with success. 

Several telegrams confirm the Turkish 
occupation of Eski Saghra. 

A special from K arabnnar says tho Rus- 
sians lost live g.ms tit Eski Saghra 

Chicago, Aug. 2. — The Times' Pera spe- 
ci.il says the Mussulman population is a 
unit and will fight to the last ditch, un- 
furling if necessary the green flag, 

Lonuon, Aug. 1.— Ono of the most ex- 
traordinary sittings of the House of Com- 
mons is now proceeding. Tho House as- 
sembled at four yesterday afternoon, and 
before six bad gone into convention on 
tho South African bill, to which there has 
been at every fitage long and persistent 
obstructions by Parnoll, Biggar and <>'- 
Donnell, occasionally assisted by ono or 
tiro othor members. The struggle lasted 
throughout tho wdiolo night, and led to 
numerous scenes and incidents. Tho gov- 
ernment determined not to permit the 
obstructionists to defeat tho measure and 
have the support of liberals, Tho Bitting 
is prolonged by relays. Many members 
loft at nine last night tQ return at mid- 
night. Fresh relays oamo in at four and 
seven, oto., and officials and the police 
Were relieved at intervals during tho 
night. Tho excitement is general 
throughout the House. 

About n ion the obstructionists discon- 
tinued active opposition and at 2:20 tho 
bill was completed in committee amidst 
thunders of cheers soveiul times repeated. 
The scene was animated and sometimes 
stormy. Within recent history there baa 
been no parallel to this sitting. Tho 
House of. Commons sat 25 hours ou tho 
slavery emancipation bill, but not on ac- 
count of obstruction. 



The House then proceeded to tako x\o 
other bills. A violent scene followed in 
discussion of tho judicial Ireland bill, 
caused by Parnell, home rulorfor Meath. 
During last night's discussion Sir Staf- 
ford Northoolo, chancellor of tho exche- 
quer, declare tho government intended to 
pass tho bill if they had to sit through va- 
cation. Upon which Sir John O'Connor 
Power, liberal member for Mayo oounty, 
who had been made aware of the govern- 
ment tactics, charged the government 
with having organized a conspiracy to 
crush the Irish members. Immediately 
tho Housa was in a tumult. Tho chair- 
man demaudod tho withdrawal of the 
word "conspiracy." Power tried to ex- 
plain, but cries of "withdraw" drowned 
his voice. He finally withdrew tho ex- 
pression. O'Douuoli, recently olectod for 
Dungarven, having tried to justify tile 
conduct of tho obstructionists, Gray, 
member for Tipperary, and ono of the o' - 
Btructionists, said the responsibility for 
tho demoralization of tho Houss rested i n 
Sir Stafford Northcote, chancellor of the 
oxchequor. Strong measures should havo 
been takon at the first. Sir Patrick O'- 
Brien, liberal member for Kings county, 
intimated that Gray was a damn fool, 
which expression ho had to withdraw as 
unparliamentary. Parnell and O'Connor 
Power went out to rest, relieved by Big- 
gar and others. Just before noon Sir 
Stafford Northcote having been advised 
by Edward Knatohbull Hugosson, liberal 
member for Sandwich, to tako stronger 
and swifter action in matters, made a final 
appeal to tho minority to yield, and hoped 
that in tho absence of the honorable gen- 
tlemen who he expected to arrive shortly, 
the committee would persevere with tho 
bill. O'Donnell affected to regard this 
as a threat of coercion, and said that un- 
der the altered oircumstrnces he would 
retire from tho contest. As longas it was 
a question of physical endurance he aud 
his friends were pre pan d to go on. This 
ended the contest, during which tho chair 
man of tho committco was relieved four 
times. Thore were also several reliefs ou 
the treasury bench. There were altoge- 
ther 22 divisions, and tho Houao limilly 
adjourned at tou minutes to six this even- 
ing.
